Bucks County treasurer Ray­ 
mond P. Bassett will turn auc­ 
tioneer on Monday. Aug, 6, when 
the county holds it treasurer • 
tax sale at the county administra­ 
tion building, Doylestown 
At that time, liens against prop­ 
erties. the owners of which were 
delinquent in tax payments dur­ 
ing 1960 will be auctioned to 
the public. 


Persons who purchase the liens, 
Bassett said, will be required 
to pay ’ the taxes, interest, and 
cost of the sale. 


2-Year Walt 
The buyer, however, must wad 
two years before he acquires 
title The original owner has that 
redeemed during the two-year 
period in which to redeem the 
property by paying the interest, 
taxes, and costs of the sale. plus 
an extra IS per cent fee. 
If the property has not been 
period, the owner of the lien is 
sent a treasurer s deed He then 
can take this deed to court and 
bring action to quiet title, thus 
securing the property. 
The auction will be held in the 
jury’s lounge room of the ad­ 
ministration building, beginning 
at 9 a rn. Assisting Bassett will 
be John Deiier, delinquent tax 
clerk, and Lee D. Lansherry, so­ 
licitor for the treasurer s office 
Local Tax Collector 
Persons who have already paid 
their taxes and whose properties 
have been liened in error must 
notify their local tax collector 
and not the treasurer s office, 
Bassett said. 
"It is up to the local tax col­ 
lector to notify the treasurer s 
office of any error, and to state 
tho reasons for that error.’’ Bas­ 
sett said, ’in this way only can 
a property be removed from the 
sale,’’ the treasurer said. 
Properties not sold at the auc­ 
tion will be bought by the ooun 
ty. Bucks County now owns an 
estimated 600 properties assessed 
at $170,000.

The proposal was one of 15
